But 
when yoy.have finished one of these 
narratives you feel that you have taken 
every step-of-the journey with him. 
The bodily discomforts, the shiftless 
African servant, the exasperating oppo- 
sition and procrastination of the white 
comrade—you have borne.it all. As 
you go on from “How I found Living- 
stone,’’ ‘* Through the Park Continent,” 
“Founding of Congo Free State’” to 
‘Darkest Africa,’ yourinterest in your 
black brother grows as Stanley’s did. 
The loyal, lovingdoc ile nature of the 
African” at “hfs best begins to lighten 
the thick darkness, and you feel that 
God has called this race, thus late in 
the ages, fOr the showing forth of some 
new type of manhood. Then your 
curiosity constantly is stretched over 
the meayre details of the geography 
and the geology of this fascinating 
region aud you are wild to know what 


of ‘white niggers’? and-in the ‘selemn 
forests of the West of it where even the 
bold unscrupulous Arab hesitates to 
put his crafty foot. You think of those 
Mexican legends of exclusive moun- 
tain dwellers, of the proud Asiatic 
Thibetans in their secret stronghold, 
and your imagination 1s fired with the 
few hints you get of some ancient Afri- 
can race, perhaps.long, isolated, keep- 
ing old traditions from beyond the 
Pyramids, who knows? You know in 
your inmost soul that Mistress. Dora- 
thy Tenvant never will keep Stanley

Preaching in Theatres. 


A recent eaten: Sunday Herald in 
speaking editorially of the services in 
Boston in which Rev. Fréderie Palmer 
of town, is interé’ted, says: 


’ “Next Sunday evening, the preach- 


ing services” which were~ carried on ay 


year ago at the Grand Opera House on 
Washington Street, under the charge 
of the Episcopal clergy, will be resumed 
for the season. They were fairly suc- 
cessful last winter in attracting the 
people whom it was desirable to reach, 
and the preaching and worship were 
well suited to the place and the congre- 
gation. The singing.was hearty-and 
inspiring, and the clergy spoke straight 
to the people in words which they could 
understand. A rival service 18 already 
established in Music Hall, but. this will 
not interfere. with the congregation 
that usually gathers at the Grand Opera 
House. There is room eneugh for 
both movements, and, half a dozen 
others like them, if anybody could be 
found to’carry them on. There isa 
tendency-in’ cities to-day to come to- 
gether in halls and.‘theatres, rather 
than in churches.’ The reason is that 
our churches, Catholic as well as Prot- 
estant,‘are practically fenced off against 


-the-general_public by the-pew-system, 


which in one form or another crowds 
the stranger out... This is not intended, 
and it is the fault of the system rather 
than xu index of the cold-heartedness 
of Christian people. What is needed 
is the free church system in all our par- 
ishes, and until this system is adopted, 
a large portion of the honest and taith- 


-ful-people—in..moderate—circumstances 


in our cities will continue to feel they 
are not welcome in parish churches 
where they are unabie to hire sittings. 
The social bar has its influence in these 
churches as well as the ‘pew rental, 
which is, indeed, a special manifesta- 
tion of the spirit of social conclusion, 
and, the whole effect is to make it dif- 
ficult, if not practically tmpossible, for 
great numbers of poor but thoroughly 
respectable people to go to°church. — It 
is to these people that serviees in halls 
and theatres appeal. 

The conviction 1s increasing among 
our ablest and most liberal clergy of all 
denominations that the present use’ of 
our parish churehes is. too restricted for 
the work which they ought to.be do- 
ing, and in Chicago Rev. Dr..Gunsau- 
lus has Jeft his church on Sunday even- 
ings, and -gone-to a-large— public hall; 
where he can reach the people without 
the restrictions and, impediments that 
beset him in his regular place of wor- 
ship. In Philadelphia, theatre services 
are maintained during a good part of 
the year for work of this kind. It is 
found that a large and popular preach- 
ing service reaches people who are en- 
tirely outside of ordinary church going, 
and, while the preaching in churches 
is not to be forsaken in our large cities, 
the use of halls and theatres is wise 
and beneficial. Mr. Palmer, who had 


tor i in Boston; ‘has had experience in 
theatre services in Philadelphia, and is 
dealing witha problem he knows.how 
to handle. This.enterprise has hereto- 
fore been experimental. The Harvard 
mission two or three years ago, and the 
Unitarian services in the Boston Thea- 
tre, maintajned by the Suffolk confer- 
ence, have indicated what it is possible 
to doin this way.

SPLIT STONES OF SAHARA. 


A Scientific Explanation of the Notable 
Rocks of the Great Desert. 


Those parts of the great desert of 
Sahara’ called the Hamadas, which 
are among the most desolate parts of 
the region, are strewn with innumer- 
able silicious pebbles which are literally 
broken into thousands of fragments, 
presenting sharp edges and ‘clearly de- 
fined angles, as though recently broken 
with a hammer. Sometimes, fragments 
of these pebbles and. bowlders ean be 
found lying. together. with their fraet- 
ured, sides facing each “other, fitting 
perfectly when brought in_ contact. 
For two centuries the split stones of

citizens not to use it for crinking until 
after if has been boiled at least fifteen 
minutes; and that when boiled it should 
not be cooled by putting into it ice ob- 
tained from the river this winter. : 

These precautions should be continued 
as long as typhoid fever prevails in Low- 
ell. Very. respectgully,

FEVER GERMS IN WATER. 


Lawrence People Receive a Warning 
from the State Board of Health. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 12,—Mayor Col- 
lins bis been notified by, the state board 
of health to warn the people of this city 
against thp water of the Merrimac river 
for drinkjag jinrposes without first boil- 
ing it-at‘least fifteen minutes, and not to 
use the ice cut from the river this year, 
The board says that the results of weeks 
of investigation made by them sbow that 
the prevalence of typhoid fever and kin- 
dred diseases in Luwrence is due to the 
water. The Merrimac is the only water 
supply of the city, and the ice company’s 
house is already stocked largely with this 
year’s river cutting.
